We carry out salting in an¬ 
ticipation of frost, snow or 
ice on our precautionary 
salting network. Special 
weather forecasts are used 
to predict road tempera¬ 
tures across the highway 
network in Somerset. These 
are used by trained and ex¬ 
perienced staff that issue in¬ 
structions to salt the 
Precautionary Salting Net¬ 
work as necessary. We aim 
to salt these roads in ad¬ 
vance of ice or frost forming 
on the road surface. 

We are responsible for high¬ 
way winter service in Som¬ 
erset except for the M5, 
A303 and A36. 
Remember... 

• Only the busiest roads are 
salted, most are not - drive 
safely 


• In icy conditions braking 
distances can increase ten¬ 
fold 

• It takes time for salt to be¬ 
come effective 

• Rain can wash salt off 
roads 

• In very low temperatures 
even salting does not pre¬ 
vent icing 

• Extra caution is needed 
when driving in bad 
weather 

We have a precautionary 
salting network, which cov¬ 
ers key routes across the 
county which is available 
under "Information and Re¬ 
sources". 

Our precautionary salting 
network covers approxi¬ 
mately 1412 km, which is 
about 21% of the road net¬ 
work in Somerset. We oper¬ 


ate 23 lorry routes from 6 
depots across the county. 

In a typical winter we will 
carry out around 50 actions 
and use in the order of 7000 
tonnes of rock salt. 

What we can do... 

• Undertake precautionary 
salting on the pre-salting 
network when there is a risk 
of ice or snow 

• Clear the routes of snow 
accumulation in priority 
order 

• Keep the public informed 
through the media 

What we cant do... 

• Undertake work on the 
motorway or trunk roads, as

these are the responsibility 
of the Highways Agency 

• Salt all highways 

• Keep roads free of ice and 
snow all of the time 
What you can do... 

• Prepare your vehicle for 
winter 

• Check the weather fore¬ 
cast and road conditions 
before travelling 

• Allow extra time for your 
journey 

• Give gritters and snow 
ploughs plenty of room to 
operate 

• Carry a shovel and blanket 
in your vehicle 


SOMERSET COUNTY COUNC 
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New look for 
Crewkerne crier 

ANYONE who was in 
Crewkerne town centre 
on Friday December 2nd 
may have noticed the fa¬ 
miliar figure of town crier 
David Craner, in a not so 
familiar outfit. 

Since taking office Mr 
Craner has been re¬ 
searching the history of 
the crier in Crewkerne 
and recently discovered 
there had indeed been 
criers in the past. 

He said: "I was told there had never been a crier 
here before and spoke to several local historians. I 
knew that William the Conqueror had declared that 
every important town would have one and Crewk¬ 
erne was an important town with the mint and 
everything. 

"I went to the Taunton archives office and spent 
hours going through the microfiches. I found two 
names, one was Joseph Male in 1845 and the other 
was Reuben Lacey in 1875 who lived at Popleswell. I 
put an article in the press to see if anyone could shed 
any further light on these and a lady contacted me 
who was a relative of Reuben and is living in Hinton 
St George. She sent me a photo copy of the front 
page of her family bible with his name in it but un¬ 
fortunately there was no photograph. 

"I researched the 19th century town criers and this 
outfit matches the period quite accurately. They 
would have had either a top hat or a bicorn hat and 
I already had a top hat. 

"I will go on with my research and hope that more 
information comes to light, it would be wonderful if 
there is a photograph out there somewhere of one 
of the originals." 

The lady who contacted Mr Craner was Jane 
Clemas who has been doing her own geneology re¬ 
search since the 1980s. 

She said: "I came to Taunton from Bristol when I 
was ten and have been in Hinton for about nine 
years. My husband and I found we both had family 
from the area and started to look into it which is very 
interesting but takes a lot of time. 

"My father's side came from Bower Hinton. The fam¬ 
ily Bible was handed down and had been presented 
to Reuben in Crewkerne. A lady had left money for 
Bibles to be given out and he had written in it him¬ 
self. I know some of his children were married in Mer- 
riott Church, but there is a lot of research to do. I want 
to go to the heritage centre in Taunton to see some 
original records, there is a certain amount you can 
find online but the trouble is you don't know if what 
people have posted is true, you really need to see the 
original records."

THE ongoing discussion of the Crewk¬ 
erne link road and key site development 
to the east of the town will once again 
be coming to the table of the South 
Somerset District Council Area West 
Committee.

Whilst GOSW con¬ 
sider the application, further discussions 
regarding the apportioning of planning 
gain contributions will continue.

5.30pm.

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Local gym gets champion's approval

S COTLAND’S Strongest Man paid a visit to Crewk- 
erne Aqua Centre last weekend, when the weight 
lifting athlete went to use the facilities, whilst vis¬ 
iting family in the area. 

At only 23, five feet 11 Ken Nowicki is the youngest 
man to have won the title, managing to break the Scottish 
record for the overhead axle lift at 160kg, in July. He was 
also placed second when he represented Scotland at the 
UK Strongest Man competition in August. 

Regular user of the gym at the Aqua Centre, Jim 
Hedges, who lives at Hardington Mandeville, knew his 
celebrity nephew was flying down for his grandmother’s 
85th birthday and asked if it would be alright if he could 
bring him along to keep his training up at the local facil¬ 
ity. 

Staff at the Aqua Centre were more than happy to wel¬ 
come the guest member and show him their state of the 
art machinery. Mr Nowicki, who usually trains at Strath¬ 
clyde University where he recently graduated with a de¬ 
gree in chemical engineering, was pleased to meet deputy 
manager Denis Glover and Ash Sartin, lifeguard and gym 
instructor who weighed him in at nineteen and half stone 
on the day of his visit. The free weights were no chal¬ 
lenge for the strongman; the heaviest in the Crewkerne 
gym being only 30kg but they were enough to use for rep¬ 
etition work and he was impressed with the gym and keen 
to try the computerised system, which he had not come 
across before. 

He explained to the interested staff that his normal 
training regime was two hours a day, four times a week,

breaking it into cardio work twice a week then weight lift¬ 


ing once a week and strongman training once a week. His 
favourite of the strongman competition challenges was 
carrying the atlas stones (giant stone balls) which he said 
he was still perfecting. To keep up his energy and nutri¬ 
tion necessary for the body building work, he has to eat

CREWKERNE Town Council's prop¬ 
erty and projects officer Jed Dunn 
was pleased to have extra help to 
plant trees in the Bincombe nature 
reserve for National Tree Planting 
Day.

CREWKERNE Town Council will be taking over the 
administration for voluntary transport after an ap¬ 
peal for a new voluntary transport manager to take 
over from Mike Studley, bore no fruit. 

The community service which runs two 
minibuses, one with 15 seats and one with 11, both 
with lifts for disabled access, will be run from the 
Community Office in the Town Hall from early next 
year. 

Both buses are driven by volunteers and for use 
by groups of people but not for individual travel. 

They vehicles are also available for private hire by 
family parties or groups, when not booked for com¬ 
munity service. 

When a new dedicated telephone line for the 
service has been installed at the Town Hall, the 
number will be advertised, but until then please 
continue to ring Mike Studley on 01460 77242.

New technology comes to Somerset buses 


SMARTCARD electronic ticket reading 
machines are bringing new technology 
to public transport in Somerset and 
speeding up boarding times. 

Holders of free bus passes, issued by 
Somerset County Council, will be the first 
to take advantage of the upgrade. 

Microchips already inside cards for the 
English National Concessionary Travel 
scheme will allow pass holders to scan 
their cards when they get on the bus. It 
means drivers will no longer have to issue 
paper tickets and journeys will be logged 
electronically. 

The first buses in the county fitted with 
the machines are those operated by 
Stagecoach and First Avon and Somerset 


as part of multi-million pound national in¬ 
vestments. Stagecoach activated its ma¬ 
chines on its Somerset routes in 
September, First is expecting to do the 
same this month. 

Also joining the smartcard technology 
investment are the 11 Somerset-based 
bus companies. SCC was part of a joint 
bid that secured £640,000 to bring smart- 
card technology to small and medium 
operators in the south west. With the 
Somerset share of the grant totalling 
£184,000, a council contribution of 
£80,000 and an investment by the com¬ 
panies themselves, these operators could 
also install the electronic card readers 
next year.

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Another job well done for shoebox volunteers

ON THEIR journey for 
the 21st year, shoeboxes 
full of gifts for poorer chil¬ 
dren, collected by adults 
and children from the 
Chard, Crewkerne and 
Ilminster area, went on 
their way on Friday De¬ 
cember 2nd. 

Collections coordinated 
by Pamela Hodge, Eliza¬ 


beth Bilham and Jon Swift 
were sorted, checked and 
packed by their army of 
volunteers at their new 
warehouse in Chard. 

A total of 11,743 shoe- 
boxes were loaded for 
Bosnia, with the help of 


members from the Ilmin¬ 
ster and District Lions 
Club, Chief Petty Officer 
Adrian Burton and Petty 
Officers Glenn Chapman, 
Michael Whitfield and 
Jules Barlow from Royal 
Naval Air Station Yeovil- 


ton and Matthew Ander¬ 
son from Brecknell Willis 
who volunteered his fork¬ 
lift skills. 

The three coordinators 
would like to thank every¬ 
one who was involved in 
this year’s shoebox appeal 
with special thanks to 
those in Ilminster and 
Chard who have been 


working silently through¬ 
out the year; knitting and 
crocheting hats, scarves 
and mittens, and turning 
video cassette boxes into 
pencil cases. They also 
wanted to particularly 
thank the volunteers who 
checked the boxes at the 
new warehouse, most trav¬ 
elling from Ilminster to 
Chard to do so and, of 
course, everyone who 
made up a box or donated 
items to fill one. Without 
the generosity of the pub¬ 
lic and the work of the vol¬ 
unteers the appeal would 
not be possible. 

Operation Christmas 
Child was started by a fa¬ 
ther of four, Dave Cooke 
from Wrexham in 1990, 
after he saw the horror of 
the abandoned children in 
Romanian orphanges on 
television. He launched an 
appeal which raised 
£60,000 and enabled the 
charity to be established. 
In 1994 they built an or¬ 
phanage in Cluj Romania, 
and medical aid was sent 
to Rwanda. Since then 
shoeboxes have gone to 
Bosnia, Croatia, Serbia, 
Kenya, Rwanda, Russia, 
Romania, Hungary and 
Albania. 

In 1995 Operation 
Christmas Child merged 
with the Christian organi¬ 


sation, Samaritan’s Purse 
which launched the shoe- 
box appeal in other coun¬ 
tries. This connection 
made some people ques¬ 
tion the Christian basis of 
the charity, who are clear 
that no religious material 
is allowed to be put into 
the boxes; they must only 
contain educational equip¬ 
ment such as pencils and 


notebooks, sweets, cloth¬ 
ing, toiletries and toys. 

Since then shoebox num¬ 
bers nationally, have 
grown year on year with 
well over a million reach¬ 
ing 14 different countries 
and to keep up with the 
times, they launched a web 
page where people can pay 
to have a box filled on 
their behalf. 


Operation Christmas 
Child volunteers will be 
starting their collections of 
small items to fill next 
year’s boxes in the new 
year and ask that anyone 
who would like to con¬ 
tribute, remembers to keep 
hold of any unwanted 
small gifts, such as cracker 
toys this Christmas to save 
them for a shoebox.

M isterton women’s insti¬ 
tute paid tribute to one of 
their longest standing mem¬ 
bers at their December meeting, 

Anne White had decided to retire 
from being an officer in the club at the 
age of 80.

Don't give winter tyres the cold shoulder 


AS temperatures plum¬ 
met across the whole of 
the UK,TyreSafe is urging 
motorists to 'warm' to 
winter weather tyres to 
stay safe on the roads. 

Following one of the 
warmest autumns on 
record, winter has now ar¬ 
rived and with it air tem¬ 
peratures, which are 
crucial to how a tyre per¬ 


forms, have plunged. 
When temperatures drop 
below seven degrees Cel¬ 
sius the tread compound 
in 'normal' summer tyres 
begins to harden, chang¬ 
ing their performance 
and reducing road safety. 

However, with a higher 
content of natural rubber 
in their tread compound 
and advanced silica com¬ 


pounds, winter tyres 
function at their best in 
these cold damp condi¬ 
tions and are able to pro¬ 
vide better grip, shorter 
stopping distances and 
overall improved safety. 

Indeed, in tests con¬ 
ducted by the British Tyre 
Manufacturers' Associa¬ 
tion, a car braking at 
60mph on a wet road at 


five degrees Celsius 
stopped five metres 
shorter, equivalent to 
more than one car length, 
when fitted with winter 
weather tyres. In icy and 
snowy conditions the dif¬ 
ferences were even more 
dramatic. At 30mph on 
snowy roads the differ¬ 
ence increased to eight 
metres and on icy roads 
at just 20mph, the differ¬ 
ence increased to nine 
metres. 

Data from the Met Of¬ 
fice* further supports 
the argument for drivers 
switching to winter tyres. 
Its latest average climate 
figures for the UK show 
that for three months of 
the year, the maximum 
temperature is below 
seven degrees Celsius 
and for eight months of 
the year, the minimum 
temperature is also 
below this key threshold. 

While snow and ice 
present an obvious haz¬ 
ard to drivers in terms of 
steering, acceleration 
and braking, there is also 
a hidden danger that can 


dramatically affect the 
performance of tyres. 

"We all remember the 
particularly harsh win¬ 
ters we've had in last two 
years, but it's not just 
these extreme wintry 
conditions that present 
dangers for drivers. Cold, 
damp roads can be just 
as hazardous and should 
be treated with the up- 
most respect. Fitting 
winter tyres is the safest 
option as they provide 
extra grip in these types 
of conditions, making 
driving much safer," said 
Stuart Jackson, chair¬ 
man, TyreSafe. 

"Although winter tyres 
can be used all year 
round, they should be 
especially considered for 
fitment from October 
through to March when 
they come into their own 
and help reduce the risk 
of an accident. Normally, 
the temperature barely 
creeps above seven de¬ 
grees during this entire 
period, especially in the 
morning and evening 
rush hours when the 


roads are at their 
busiest," said Stuart Jack- 
son, chairman, TyreSafe. 

Motorists who decide 
not to fit winter weather 
tyres can still carry out 
tyre checks to lessen 
their chances of being in 
an accident.Tread depth 
should be inspected to 
ensure that it easily ex¬ 
ceeds the legal mini¬ 
mum requirements of 
1.6mm across the central 
three quarters of the 
tyre, around its entire cir¬ 
cumference. The tyre 
should be checked for 
any cuts, bulges or em¬ 
bedded objects and tyre 
pressures should be 
checked at least once a 
month or before a long 
journey. 

Further information 
about the benefits of fit¬ 
ting winter tyres can be 
found by visiting the 
TyreSafe website at 
www.tyresafe.org. In¬ 
cluded on the site is a 
video demonstration 
which clearly shows the 
added safety benefits of 
winter tyres.

The fast and the curious 

SIXTY-two per cent of young male novice drivers 
think they are more skilful than the average driver, 
according to the lAM's latest report. The fast and the 
curious: young people's attitudes to driver training. 
Only 32 per cent of young women say the same. 

Young, novice drivers are the highest risk group 
on our roads, and male drivers between 17-29 are 
more than twice as likely to be killed or seriously in¬ 
jured as young female drivers*. Thirty per cent of 
car occupant fatalities are drivers aged 17-24, or 
passengers of a driver aged 17-24, yet this age 
group makes up only eight per cent of all driving li¬ 
cence holders. 

The report also highlights the fact that young 
drivers are much more likely to take post-test train¬ 
ing if there are proper financial incentives - reduced 
insurance premiums would encourage three-quar¬ 
ters of young novice drivers to consider further 
training. 

1AM chief executive Simon Best, speaking at the 
lAM's annual lunch today, said:"Young male drivers 
suffer from a lethal combination of overconfidence 
and inexperience. They don't need curfews and 
other restrictions on their driving; they need to 
practice and gain driving experience safely. 

"There are many paying thousands of pounds a 
year in insurance and killing themselves. The solu¬ 
tion to this problem is to link driver training and in¬ 
surance discounts." 

But this training needs to be done early. Fewer 
miles driven since passing the practical driving test 
and fewer attempts to pass the practical driving test 
(more likely to be a first time passer) make drivers 
more likely to be positive about further training.

Chard reap the benefit 
of Matson indiscipline 


A LTHOUGH last Saturday brought 
a full round of local league fix¬ 
tures take place, CREWKERNE 
were without a game as, with there 
being an odd number of sides in the 
Somerset League Division Two (South), 
it was their turn to have a blank date.
